It is $12 for 
6 issues. The Feb/lVIarch issue is about URUSEI YATSURA. Which reminds 
me - the new LUM comic in English from VIZ/Eclipse has been delayed, 
perhaps only 2 months, perhaps indefinitely. 

If you read science fiction, I recommend the new Sand Wars series 
by Charles Ingrid, published by Ace. The books published so far are 
SOLAR KILL and LASERTOWN BLUES ". The hero's battle armor is infested 
with a sentient parasite that restrains its conditioning to devour him, 
because it loves him. Good battles, nasty human traitors, conquering 
aliens, a paranormal heroine... 

By the time you read this, cut and dubbed versions of MACROSS MOVIE 
(BATTLE OF THE BI0N0IDS) and DAGGER OF KAMUI (REVENGE OF THE NINJA WARRIOR) 
are probably available from Celebrity Video. Now Comics will publish a 
RACER-X comic ("the secret life of Speed Racer's older brother Rex"). A 
special issue will appear in late May, with a price of $3.50. The first 
regular issue (for $1.75) will be shipped June 10. Philly station WHYY 
(PBS) produced a documentary called "Godzilla Meets Mona Lisa", and was 
sued because Godzilla is a registered trade mark. The matter was settled, 
and the new documentary name is "The Beauborg Behemoth Meets Mona Lisa". 
In May, Comico the Comic Company will publish "Robotech Special: Dana's 
Story", which recounts Dana Sterling's origins "and takes a detailed look 
at the history of the Robotech Masters". It will sell for $2.50. The 
Cartoon Art Museum has moved to a permanent gallery in the Northern 
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California Print Center Building, 665 Third Street (at Townsend) in the 
South of Market area in San Francisco. Admission prices for the public 
are $1 for adults and 500 for children. The office phone is (415) 
546-3922. The world premiere sneak preview of MIKE JITTLOV'S WIZARD OF 
SPEED AND TIME was February 27 at theUA Coronet Theater in the L.A. 
area. There will be no new episodes made for the live action CAPTAIN 
POWER. The Marvel Universe animated series has been cancelled because 
not enough tv stations want to show it. So who knows when the X-Men 
episodes (about which I've heard so much) will be aired on- tv. The 
world premiere of the X-Men Video will be at the Wonderful World of 
Comics, April 22-24 at the Oakland Convention Center, $7.50 per day 
at the door. Yes, I'll be there. The Karate Kid animated series has 
also been cancelled. There is a new SUKEBAN DEKA Movie (live action 
with schoolgirls who throw a mean yoyo.) in Japan. There's also a new 
live action tv series over there called Rail Rail Kyon Shiizu. It's 
Chinese, with hopping vampires. News swiped from the C/FO; ORANGE 
ROAD is ending. SAINT SEIYA isn't ending. (RatsO (As editor, I have 
the right to express personal opinions here.) ZILLION, AKAKAGE and 
H0KUT0 NO KEN 2 have ended. My penpal recommended a new series called 
BORGMAN. The ANIMEDIA illo reminds me of R0B0C0P. The live action 
superteam show^MASKMAN has ended, replaced by a similar series called 
JIRAIYA. Jiraiya was a magician/nin ja in Japanese legend, and was the 
hero of the movie, THE MAGIC SERPENT.

Broadway Comics and Cards has opened at 1508 Broadway, across from 
Tower Records in Sacramento. The flyer says it has Japanese animation 
stuff, but I visited the store a couple of weeks ago, and only found 
American comics and cards. 

SDF Fort Worth Animation Society publishes SDF FILES for anime fans 
of Silliness. Don't expect Seriousness here. It includes crossword 
puzzles, funny comicstrips, fiction, art and ramblings. If this might 
interest you, you can write for info about it, to SDF Files, c/o John 
Wilson, 1420 W. Main #312, Lewisville, TX 75067-3331.

Six months ago a yearly subscription was $5 but the price may have risen. 
It appears that dubbed DYNAMAN is .no longer on USA Nite Flite. 
Minstrel Press is considering a Japanese Animation- Convention to 
be held in New York or DC next spring or summer. Reportedly some big 
names in Japan are interested. If you have ideas or want to pre- 
register, write to Minstrel Press, P0 Box 87, Rahway, NJ 07065-9998, 
Minstrel Press projects seem to take a long time before they become 
reality. ANIME ZINE #2 didn't appear until more than a year after #1, 
and I still haven't seen #3.
